This question of the trustworthiness of the various candidates is a 
healthy sign, indicating that the electors are taking a live interest in the 
campaign for the various civic offices, which is now in full swing. ‘there 
were four meetings last night. 

A meeting in favor of William Short’s candidature was held in the 
Westmount schodlhouse in the west end; a meeting for W. J. Magrath, in 
the Riverdale schoolhouse; and one for Ald. Jos. Clarke at Waterdale. A 
fourth meeting was called by Dr. Harry smith, one of the aldermante candi- 
dates, at Mill Creek. 

At a meeting in the Riverdale schoolroom the two mayoralty candidates 
at present in the city came to words over Mr Magrath's real estate hold- 
ings, Ald. Clarke stating that Mr. Magrathi if elected mayer would be in- 
terested in extending the utilities to property rather than to people. Mr 
Magrath sa!fd that he held no subdivision property at the present time ex- 
cept the Highlands, where they already had the utilities. 

Most of the aldermanic and school trustee candidates appeared at 
one or the other of the meetings K. W. McKenzie. who, in days past has 
been thrice elected mayor of Edmonton by acclamation, is fighting for a
